“The normal supply of crude 
rubber at London, the world’s 
market, is 75,000 tons. There are 
only 5,000 tons of rubber in stock 
there now. And there is little re- 
lief in sight. 

“About half of the normal 
stock of 250,000 tons needed to 
preserve normal conditions is 
visible at the end of this year, 
with consumption ever on the 
increase. The 1925 world con- 
sumption of crade rubber will 
approximate 550,000 tons and 
the potential production of plant

“Commissions paid to the aver- | 
age automobile salesman are such 
that with diligent application to 
his work he is assured of an 
income much larger that it would 
be possible to pay him if all 
salesmen were employed on a 
salary basis. A nominal salary 
plus a commission smaller than 
paid when straight commissions 
are paid, is all right, but it is 
unnecessary. Although his in- 
come would be more uniform, 
there is not safficient advantage 
in this to warrant a change. The 
wideawake salesman prefers a 
straight commission.”’ 

Every automobile dealer in this 
city uses the commission plan of 
paying salesmen, and practically 
all salesmen own their own cars. 
There are a few exceptions to this 
latter arrangement, but they are 
very few. Most automobile dealers 
insist that the salesmen own their 
own demonstrators. 

“The advantage in the salesman- 
owned demonstrator is quite appar- 
ent,’’ said Al Koppes, salesman for | 
the Schrup Motor Car Company,, 
Dodge dealer. “In the first place! 
a salesman, when introducing his | 
ear to a prospect, wishes to show 
him the car to its best advantage. | 
The driver can operate a car more

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Sales Resistance 


VERY dollar added to the f. o. b. price of a car is just so 
much sales resistance. Consider the case of a buyer 
who selects the car he wants on the f. o. b. price and then 
sits down to figure what it is going to cost him delivered at 
his own door. At the present moment he must add-5 per 
cent. to pay the excise tax, whith may or may not disappear 
later on. Then he must pay the freight charge from the city 
in which his car is manufactured to his home town. If, as 
is generally the case, he is buying on time, he must pay the 
financing charge. Then the dealer will charge him some- 
thing for “handling.” 

By this time the buyer is quite likely to begin thinking: 
“T guess I’d better go into a lower price class, so that the 
lower first cost, will cover part of all these extras.” And 
then he suddenly remembers insurance. — Of course, he must 
carry insurance, and if he is a wise man, it will be a generous 
amount as regards liability. If any dealer thinks that this 
grand total beyond the f. o. b. price is not a real sales resist- 
ance, he is a badly mistaken merchant. ; 

Leaders in the industry have frequently called attention 
to the real need for reducing in every possible way the total 
of these added items in the delivered price of a car. 

Some time ago Edward S. Jordan called atten- 
tion to the mistake that some dealers were making 

in slipping in an excessive freight and handling 

charge. Just the other day A. R. Erskine of Stude- 

baker pointed out that the responsible time payment 

car buyer was being penalized to cover the losses 

incurred through the delinquent buyer. The Na- 

tional Automobile Chamber of Commerce is work- 

ing on a carefully planned compaign to reduce 

insurance costs. 

It may be a certain sort of satisfaction to a dealer to 
slip in an extra $5 or $10 on the delivery price of his car, or 
to make a sub rosa agreement with a financing company to 
add something to its charge, on a percentage basis. BUT 
any dealer who indulges in these practices is “crabbing his 
own game,” to borrow a bit of expressive slang, because 
he is actually piling up sales resistance in front of his own 
business. 





. The Bus Arrives 

F PROOF were required of the growing importance of the 

motor bus, it could have been found last week at Detriot, 
where motor bus manufacturers staged their first exclu- 
sive bus show. About fifteen builders of complete buses 
showed anywhere from one to five models and accessory 
makers were represented by exhibits of special equipment 
devised particularly for use with public service motor 
vehicles. 

At the annual convention of the American Electric 
Railways Association held recently in Atlantic City, the 
motor bus section simply “ran away with the show.” 
Not only were there more buses on view than any other 
class of vehicle shown, but the principal interest of vis- 
itors at the pier where the exhibits were displayed was 
centered in the booths where buses and equipment were 
on view. 

There is no question that the bus people will make the 
Detroit show an annual affair, and it would not be surprising 
to find bus shows holding forth in other cities next year. 


The rate at which automotive companies are declaring 
stock dividends makes it look as if Old Man Prosperity had 
bought himself a new car, so as to get around faster.

THE “BLUE SKY.” 
“Cash is simply out of the ques- 
tion,’”’ the Michigan customer de- 
clared. 


“And so is waiting any longer,”’ 
the Michigan automobile dealer 
informed him. 


“Now, I'll tell you what I can do, 
and all I can do,” the customer 
averred, “Here's Henry White’s 
note in my favor foi™$300, and that 
will pay your bill and leave $15 
to the good. 

“The note has only three 
months to run. I'll indorse the 
note, to you, you receipt the bill, 
and pay me the difference.” 


“Indorse the note, quick,’’\ the 
dealer agreed, and reached for his 
receipt book. 

The dealer's willingness to ac- 
cept this proposal was due to his 
knowledge that White was per- 
fectly good for ten times the face 
of the note.

refused to pay, and 
was forced to sue. 


“The note was given for stock 
im a corporation, the stock was 
sold contrary to the Michigan 
Blue Sky law,’ White proved in 
court, and his lawyer contended 
that the note, therefore, could 
not be collected. 


“That would be true, if the 
payee of the note were suing 
White, but it doesn’t apply to a cage 
like this, where the dealer took the 
note before it was overdue, in good 
faith, for value, and without knowl- 
edge of the circumstances,” the 
dealer’s lawyer retorted. 


And the Michigan court up- 
held this contention in a case 
reported in 194 N. W. Reporter, 
553. 


“This would undoubtedly have 
been a good defense as between the 
parties to the note, but when the 
note passes to the hands of a bona 
fide holder, that defense cannot 
and ought not to be made.

Long Time Payments Are 


Declared to Be ‘Bugbear’ | 


Wage BEACH, CAL., Nov. 23.—Longer time payments 
and lower down payments are rapidly becoming the 
“bugbear”’ of not only local car dealers, but the finance com- 
panies, as well, according to a survey made by an Automo- 


tive Daily News correspondent. 
The used car market on certain@— - 


makes of cars is being forced down 
to a new low level, and finance com- 


panies are running on this ice, that 
is likely to break under the strain 
of carrying unprotected paper. 
These are the two outstanding facts, 
as revealed by interviews with rep- 
resentative dealers, who feel keenly 
on the subject, and expressed them- 
selves in no uncertain manner. 

“The small down payment is driv- 

ing down the value of used cars,” 
stated H. E. Heber, manager of the 
Lioyd K. Hillman Company, local 
Chrysler dealer. “Right now we are 
having people drive cars up to our 
place of business for appraisal, cars 
that.are practically new, yet because 
of the low down payment prevailing 
on that make of car and the result- 
ant low value in the used car mar- 
ket, we invariably find them worth 
less than the equjty that the owner 
has in them. The cars in the $1,206 
to $1,400 class that are being sold 
for less than $200 down are like 
other cars in the used car class after 
30 days. Yet, in order to sell them 
for 30 per cent. down and at the 
same time have the down payment 
less or at least not more than the 
down payment on a new car, they 
must be placed in the used car mar- 
ket at $650 or less, for, with so 
many buyers considering only the 
down payment phase of buying, 
they certainly will not pay more 
down for a used car of a given 
make than they will pay for a 
new car of the same make. 

“One make of car, that is now 
selling for less than $200 down 
and another car that sells for 
under $300 down, we formerly 
carried at our used car market in 
quantities of thirty and forty, 
and, moreover, obtained within 
$200 of the new car price for the 
latest year model. Now the pre- 
vailing price is $535 for the 
lower priced down payment car 








and $895 for the other one for 
1925 models, 

“Southern California finance 
companies are playing a gamble at 
the present time. Our firm, which 
has better down payments and 
shorter terms in which to pay, is 
being solicited daily by these com- 
panies, in an effort to.get paper 
that is properly protected. Bad 
business can only be productive of 
bad results. 

“The Ford buyer is today buy- 
ing a $1,300 or $1,400 car.” 

In offering a solution for the 
present financing problem, Mr. 
Heber stated: “I am certain that 
only a return to the old finance 
plan of one-third down and twelve 
months to pay is the only solution. 
If a buyer can’t pay one-third 
down, he hasn’t any business to 
buy a car. He should buy a 
cheaper car. Above all else, I want 
you #0 stress the fact that any 
automobile dealer taking a low 
down payment forces same used 
car down to a low level.” 

KANSAS DEALERS TALK

During the year the Patent Of- 
fice handled applications totalling 
103,705 as compared with 99,724 
during the corresponding period in 
1924. Detailed statistics show that 
applications for patents for inves 
tions, designs and reissues in 
creased from 79,689 in 1924 to 82,1 
213 in 1925; and trademarks, la 
bels and prints from 19,885-to 21,- 
878. - Fees Collected and turned 
into the Treasury amounted to $3,- 
042,276, a figure larger by $228,< 
977 than during any previous year 
in the history of the Patent Office, 
the report declares. 


New Bus Spring 
Displayed at Show 


Deiroit, Nov. 23. Against a 
striking background of orange and 
black, the Detroit Steel Products 
Company featured its new prog- 
ressive type bus spring at the Na- 
tional Motor Bus Show held in De- 
troit last week. This recent devel- 
opment in heavy-chassis cushion- 
ing consists of a large primary 
spring and a smaller auxiliary, 
both semi-elliptical in form, 
through-bolted together to form a 
spring unit that meets varying load 
conditions with three’ distinct 
stages of flexibility. 

A light load calls into play only 
the larger spring; when the bus 
is half-filled, one end of the auxil- 
iary provides re-enforcement 
through the device of bolting the 
two members together at a point 
unequally distant from the ends of 
the auxiliary; a capacity burden 
in the coach depresses the chassis 
until it rests on both ends of both 
the primary and secondary spring 
members. 

This construction eliminates the 
hard-riding qualities of a partly 
loaded car suspended on springs 
stiff enough to support a maxi- 
mum burden, as well as the danger 
of a capacity load breaking springs 
designed for light-load comfort, 
officials claim. With the new 
three-stage Detroit spring, the 
amount of spring metal in service 
is directly proportioned to the 
weight of vehicle and load; there 
is no_ sacrifice of strength to 
flexibility or of flexibility to 
strength.

LOAD WEIGHERS 
TO FACE TESTS 


Accuracy of Device Will 
Be Established 
In Court 


Special from A, D. N. Washington Bureau 


ASHINGTON, Nov. 23. 
Accuracy of wheel 
load weighers, now on the 
market for measuring the in- 
dividual loads of motor cars 
and trucks, is essential since 
evidence of overloading, ob- 
tained by the use of these 
portable weighing devices, 
must face court decisions. 

This is the warning sent out by 
the United States Bureau of Stand- 
j ards, which has just completed an 
investigation of weighing machines. 

It is pointed out by the govern- 
ment experts that the demands for 
portability and ruggedness place 
mechanical limitations upon the 


| accuracy that may be obtained, and 


| sit is therefore advisable that a 
reasonable allowance to tolerance 
possi- 


’ 


ble inaccuracy be made.’ 


On account of the mechanical 

limitetions the bureau points out 
that this tolerance should in no 
case be less than 3 per cent. of 
the indicated load while at the 
same time the character of the 
performance demanded requires 
that the tolerance should not ex- 
ceed 5 per cent. of the indicated 
load. 
“State and municipal regulation 
allowable wheel loads,” the bu- 
reau declares, “is becoming quite 
general and to meet the demand 
of traffie regulating agencies for 
rapid and dependable means of en- 
forcing the regulations these port- 
able weighers have been placed on 
the market.

NOW SHIFT TO SOUTH 


Buffalo, N. Y. Nov. 23.—The 
bulk of export sales of tire manu- 
facturing companies of this district 
is now switching, as is usual at this 
time of the year, from north to 
south of the equator. Sales to the 
northern European countries ~- are 
falling off somewhat, while busi- 
ness in South America, Africa, Aus- 
tralia and other countries under 
the Southern Cross is picking up.

satisfactory and somewhat 
of last year.

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TIRE SALES DROP 
IN OHIO DISTRICT 


Columbus, Ohio, Nov. 23. (U. 
T. P. S.).—According to reports 
received from tire dealers in the 
Buckeye capital, a decrease in 
the number of sales during the 
past week has been experienced, 

For the first five days the vol- 
ume of sales fell off 22 per cent.

Grant’s 
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RUBBER SHORTAGE 
TO INCREASE, SAYS 
V. P. GOODYEAR CO. 


KRON, O., Nov. 23.—‘There 
will be a greater shortage of 
rubber at the end of 1926 than 
there is now, unless business con- 
ditions throughout the country 
suffer a slump, which is not 
probable,” said P. W. Litchfield, 
vice-president of the Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber Company, > ith 
his recent talk before the Lions 

Club of this city. 

“Today there is $800,000,000 
vested in plantations and there 
ja real need for a million more 
lacres of new plantations, which 
|should be controlled by American 
| firms. 

“In the case of crude rubber it 
is impossible to figure its price in 
the same manner that other manu- 
;factured or raised products are. 
|The primary thing to take into 
consideration is that an investment 
of $250 an acre is needed in rubber 
cultivation and there is no return 
on this money for over six years. 

The Stevenson act of 1922 was 
entirely justifiable at that time, 
although American manufac- 
turers pointed out to the British 
the possibility of an increased 
demand and the consequence of 

such a condition. The present 
condition of the rubber* situation 
has proved the Americans right, 

although the Stevenson act is 
not to blame for the high prices 
now, but rather the lack of good 
faith on the part of the British 

government in not releasing a 

larger supply. 

“Today there is a three months’ 
supply of crude rubber available, 
}and in my estimation the price of 
rubber will continue as high as or 
even higher than it is at present.

Large Total Sold 

The thitry-five firms 
ing at the show sold 252 cars for 
a total of $214,015, or 
age of $849.27 per car. 
the nine days that the show was 
in. progress, including two Sun- 
days, an average of twenty-eight 
cars a day were sold. The most 
cars sold by one firm was twenty- 
nine. 

Attendance at the show 
amounted to a total of 14,349, 
of which about half was paid. 
One person in every fifty-seven, 
therefore, actually proved a cus- 
tomer. 

The fact that this show fell 
_behind the last one, which was 
held in the spring, would seem 
to be more than made up by the 
advantage to dealers of moving 
cars in the fall and realizing 
some cash to carry them through 
the cold. months.

Judicious management of the 
affair was an outstanding rea- 
son for its success. It was well 
advertised from start to finish. 
Billboard signs were used, dis- 
play space taken in the daily pa- 
pers and _ publicity broadcast 
over the radio. Three local sta- 
tions sent out, through the ether, 
a statement about the show sev- 
eral times every day begin- 
ning before the show opened and 
continuing until the last day. 

Reconditioning 

Another factor of management 
which contributed largely to the 
favorable outcome was the rigid 
examination through which each 
car to be shown was required to 
pass. This insured that the of- 
ferings had been properly recon- 
ditioned and that, when the tag 
of the expert inspection commit- 
tee was put on a car, it was 
“right.” The public was im- 
pressed by this careful proced- 
ure, and felt they could buy in 
confidence. 

Those cars which dealers did 
not consider warranted the in- 
vestment of reconditioning were 
disposed of at a public auction 
held during the show in an an- 
nex. The cars sold in this man- 
ner were not counted in the 
show total. However, a consid- 
erable number were moved and 
the dealers were helped by real- 
izing quick cash. 

Many, dealers who exhibited 
also held advance sales of the 
“tested and approved” cars at 
their own salesrooms and swelled 
further the total of sales result- 
ing from the co-operative action. 
These advance sales lasted ten 
days and gave customers of the

ninety days. When the credit 
risk is Al he does not insist on 
a down-payment, but when it is 
only fair, one-third the purchase 
price must be forthcoming at the 
time the goods are taken from 
the store. Mr. Olson says he 
adds 11 per cent. to the cash 
price on all merchandise sold 
on the time-payment plan with 
an addition of 10 per cent. in- 
terest on any balance outstand- 
ing at the end of ninety days. 
But this interest is not often 
exacted, because of the fact that 
patrons are prompt in settle- 
ment. 

Olson has a friendly little chat 
with every one who wants to buy 
tires from him on the credit plar 
in which he explains his system 
in detail. He says the party is 
told that the rules must be ad- 
hered to, or he cannot continue 
to operate a credit business, and 
he says these chats had much to 
do with making the plan work. 

He does not sell tires on the 
time-payment plan exclusively, 
but has a number of open 
counts, chiefly- with professional 
and business men and corpora- 
tions who are known to be ab- 
solutely reliable. ‘‘Cash” is pay- 
ment in thirty days, and all cus- 
tomers not in the preferred class 
have to sign the regular time- 
payment agreement requiring 
that they pay in ninety days or 
have 10 per cent. added for in- 
terest, and also the additional 
sum required for time-payment 
accounts. 

Olson says he tells 
that he has two prices and 
plains them in. detail, He 
in this way the time-payment 
plan automatically becomes op- 
erative if the money is not forth- 
coming in thirty days. He ad- 
mits many people do not like 
this method, but says he puts it 
over successfully by taking a 
firm stand. He thinks it is the 
only way.
